Only a hardened professional or an 
am ateur gardener c a llu se d by long 
years of experience will 
thin 
his 
plants properly without some hesita­ 
tion. 
The pulling up 
of so 
many 
seedlings seems wasteful, but usual­ 
ly from one packet of seeds many 
more plants than the needed are rais­ 
ed, and a few property spaced so 
that they may develop will give far 
better returns 
than 
three or 
four 
times their number too thickly plant­ 
ed. 
The earliest vegetables should now 
be well out of the ground and the 
thinning process should be started at 
once. There Is even danger that the 
average gardener will transplant his 
seedlings from boxes and seed beds 
too thickly unless he watches him -1 
self carefully. 
The surest way is to j 
take a foot rule or a stick cut to the 
right length as to the distance apart 
the plants should be set and to set 
the plants at each end of it, moving 
the stick along. In his way the plant­ 
er will be held rigidly to the proper 
distance. The tendency usually is to 
“hunch” and think, “Oh, 
well, 
it 
won’t make any difference if they 
are a little thicker.” 
However,

does when the plants mature. 
The proper distances usually 
arc 
given in the directions on seed pack­ 
ets and it is the wisest plan to fol­
